Hamersley story, if it were written out 
and the Becky Jones episode and 
similar features of it dwelt on, would read 
Hamersley family is English, as the 
name indicates, although the present New 
Yorkers came more directly from Virginia. 
The English representative of the house now 
is Sir Hew Hamersiey, and the New York 
Hamersleys are in the habit of visiting their 
transatlantic kinsman once in every two 
or three years, and remarking on 
the fact. when they return here. 
which the English Hamers- 
ley spells his front name indicates 
a degree of eccentricity in the family char- 
acter which the on this side of 
the Atlantic have faithfully developed. The 
first two Hamersleys whom New York knew 
anything about and who secured position 
and prominence here were John W. Ham- 
ersley and Gordon Hamersley. Gordon was 
as deaf as a post, a miser to boot, and full of 
the oddities which so interesting a combina- 
tion might naturally be expected to promote. 
His brother Johh was, if possible, even more 
eccentric than he. His particular hobby 
was antiquities of all kinds, and there is an 
engraved invitation to an entertainment 
which he gave a number of years ago still in 
existence and cherished as a curiosity by so- 
ciety people, couched in Latin, with Hamers- 
ley’s name Latinized. The entertainment 
was an intellectual symposium of some de- 
scription, and the guests were expected to 
appear the armor and trappings of the 
middie ages, and I believe some of them went 
et ee strange whim of their 
ost. 
The two brothers had but little money of 
their own. The Hamersiey fortunes of to- 
day come from the fortunes which they mar- 
med. Gordon, the deaf member of the fra- 
ternal partnership, married th® biggest fort- 
une. He wooed and won Miss Mason, proba- 
bly the richest heiress of the day. John 
married a Miss Hooker of Poughkeepsie. of 
an excelient family who had a good deal of 
money but not nearly so much as the Ma- 
sons. Gordon had one son—Louis—ana he, I 
think, was the only child. John W. Hamers- 
ley was the father of an only son, J. Hooker. 
Hamersley, and three daughters. Louis, who 
was accounted a man of weak and harmless 
character, married Miss Lily Price of Troy, 
the buxom and dashing daughter of a Com- 
modore in the United States navy. or, to 
speak more correctly, she married him. She 
is said to have ruled both him and his father 
with a rod of iron, altho her friends 
claim that the eccentricities of father and son 
were 80 numerous and harassing that her 
-existence during their lifetime was just as 
unpleasant as theirs possibly could have been 
made by any domination of hers. Whether 
or not it was decause of the unpleasant de- 
velopments of Louis Hamersley's venture in 
the matrimonial state or for some other rea- 
son, certain it is that his cousin, the son of 
John, grew up into manhood and grew into

elorhood, with never the rumor or report 
that he contemplated marriage. But the suc- 
cession of events in real life, to referto a 
rather trite saying, is certainly stranger 
than fiction. 

When Louis died, which he did some five 
or six years ago, about a year after his father 
had gone to a better world (it is to be hoped), 
he left a will devising his entire property to 
his widow, estimated to be worth about 
$5,000,000, to go at her death to the male heir 
of the Hamersley family in case there should 
be one. Indefault of an heir, as has been 
said, Mrs. Hamersley was directed to dis- 
tribute the estate among the charities of 
New York. This will was contested, with 
all the sensational accompaniments familiar 
to newspaper readers. It was contested by 
Hooker Hamersley and by representatives 
ot the Mason and Jones families. The con- 
test was made on the ground that the will 
nad been procured by undue influence, and 
superseded a prior will, which had disposed 
of the property in accordance with Louis 
Hamersiey’s real desires. 1t was known that 
Lows Hamersley had announced having 
made Hooker Hamersley his heir, and there 
were a number of witnesses to testify to that 
fact. However, the prior will was never 
found, and it was charged that the fair 
widow had destroyed it. This charge was, 
of course, never proved. Becky Jones was 
called upon to give her evidence in court, 
and under instructions from her dead mas- 
ter, old Gordon Hamersley, chiefly to the ef- 
fect, Becky, hold your tongue,” the old 
servant refused to disclose anything she 
knew, and was imprisoned in Ludiow Street 
Jail for contempt of court. Here, it is 
claimed, she was supported by Mrs. Louis 
Hamersiey, and after her release the state- 
ment is made that Mrs. Hamersley sent a 
service of silver to the Warden. The litiga- 
tion in the courts is still pending, but the 
best legal opinion is that the will of Louis 
Hamersiey will never setaside. Becky 
Jones has disappeared, and her whereabouts 
are not now known. b 

Hooker Hamersley is a man of noticeable 
appearance, his hand being particularly 
small. His voice is a curious falsetto and 
his gestures unique and extravagant to the 
last degree. His only fortune is afew thou- 
sand dollars a year which his grandmother, 
Mrs. Hooker, left him at her death, and what- 
ever allowance his father is able to make 
him. He is somewhere between 45 and 50 
years of age but looks much younger. Miss 
Margery Chisholm is rather a pretty woman 
with well marked features and a particularly 
lovely complexion. She comes of a Southern 
family and has some fortune. The wedding 
occurred at her father’s house in Clinton 
place, and those who were present declare 
that it was a pretty affair. The bride looked 
well, and Hooker appeared to be happy and 
did not seem to be more than 30 years ola. 

Countless stories are told of ali the Hamers- 
leys, and particularly of the miserly charac- 
teristics of Gordon and his son Louis. It was 
the custom of father and son to travel to- 
gether and they were well known to all the 
waiters in the hotel dining-rooms through the 
country. At toga the waiter was ulways 
sure at dinner to ask the old gentleman if he 
would any wine. Whereupon the father 
would to his son and in an inquiring 
tone of voice say: 

Wine, Louis!“ 

The son would lean over and, making a 
trumpet of his nand for nis father’s deaf ear, 
would exclaim in return: 

“Don’t pay, father, don’t pay.”

HUMAN LIVES IN FLAMES. 


REMARKABLE LIST OF FATALITIES AT 
VARIOUS SMALL FIRES. . 
The Entire Family of Fred Groteluschen 
Perish While Trying to Resene Live 
Stock in a Burning Barn—Two Chil- 
dren Toy with an Ou Can—Disastrous 
Fires in California and Elsewhere—Fire 
Notes. 


with distressing results occurred at 6 o’clock 
this morning near Arlington, seven miles 
from Fremont. The barn on Mrs. Freeze’s 
farm burned down and an entire family of 
seven people were cremated in the relentless 
flames, besides twenty-two head of horses 
and cattie, and grain, hay. and other con- 
tents of the barn. The dead are: 

FRED GROTELUSCHEN, aged about 35. 
MRS. GROTELUSCHEN, his wife. 
THEIR THREE CHILDREN, aged 18 months, 

5 and 7 years. 

MRS. FREEZE, mother of Mrs. Grot eluschen. 
3 GROTELUSCHEN, aged 30, a brother 

The place is one and a fourth miles north- 
east of Arlington and a little back from the 

‘main road. Parties from the village who 

saw the flames arrived on the scene before 
the nearest neighbors. When they arrived 
the barn was nearly consumed. All were 
horror-stricken at finding none of the family. 
The worst fears of the spectators were real- 
ized as soon as the smoking débris cooled off 
sufficiently to admit of search for the unfort- 
unate victims, Their charred remains were 
discoverea lying in different portions in the 
barn. ‘Those of Fred Groteluschen and his 
two eldest children were lying in the co 
which opens into the barn. Mrs. 
Iuschen and little baby 18 months old were 
found in a stall near a horse which she was 
supposed to have tried to rescue. The bodies 
of Lewis Groteluschen and Mrs. Freeze, 
owner of the farm, were found in the feed- 
room. 

All the seven occupants of the farm were 
cremated and their bodies were badly 
charred. In the house near by things were 
found in a condition to indicate that the 
family were at breakfast when the dre broke 
out. The supposition is that the family all 
ran to the barn when they saw it on fire and 
undertook to rescue the stock, and that soon 
after entering the barn it collapsed and im- 
prisoned them. . 

The origin of the fire is yet only surmised 
The most plausible theory 1s that before 
breakfast the men had been to the barn car- 
ing for the stock, and that the flames started 
either from a lantern or sparks from a pipe. 
The theory of foul play was advanced by 
some, but it soon gave way to the above more 
reasonable hypotnesis. 

The family were hard-working and indus- 
trious German people who Were not known to 
have any enemies who would commit such 
an awful crime as this. The only surviving 
member of the family is a sister 
of Fred and Lewis Groteluschen, who 
liveed with them, but who is at 
present visiting at Ainsworth. Mrs. Freeze’s 
husband was killed a few years ago by being 
run over with a wagon. The stock consumed 
consisted of horses, colts, and cows, twenty- 
two head in all. Besides these there were 
grain, hay, and other property, valued in all 
at $3,000 or $4,000. 

A Coroner’s inquest will be held on the 
bodies, and if there has been any foul play it 
is expected the fact will be brought out, 
though it is not known that there are any 
living witnesses. 


RESCUED EIGHT PEOPLE.

New Yor«, May 4.— [Special. Eigut per- 
sons were rescued this morning at Nos. 349, 
351, and 353 Seventh avenue from a fearful 
death by suffocation. At 4:40 o’clock volumes 
of smoke were discovered from the 
upper windows of the marble-front building. 
„Arriving on the scene the firemen turned in 
a general alarm. 

No. 349 is a drug store owned by Oscar 
Kraus. No. 351 is the entranee to the tene- 
ments above, and No. 353 is a cigar store 
owned by Edward Holakovsky, who resides 
in the rear with his wife and three children. 
On the second floor are the apartments of 


above that are tenements, occupied by two 
families named Lutz and Lamb, and the 
tenants of the top fioor are Frank Lelong, 
his wife Julia, aged 29, their daughter Eva- 
line, aged 6, Mrs. Lelong’s mother, Margaret 
Girard, aged 60, and Jean and Emile Sabatier, 
husband and wife. ' 

The fire broke out m the basement be- 
neath the drug store. There were acids 
storéd in the basement, and when tney 
caught fire the smoke became dense and 
penetrated into every nook in the builaing. 
The firemen quickly broke into the drug 
store, and, cutting a big hole in the floor, 
filled the basement with water. While they 
were battling with the flames the truckmen 
discovered women hanging out of the win- 
dows of the top floor. The smoke almost hid 
them from view, and their cries every mo- 
ment became fainter and fainter. A thirty- 
five foot ladaer was quickiy raised. Its top 
came just beneath the window-sill of the top 
window. Shouting to the women to remain 
where they were Ladderman Simon G. Mur- 
ray rushed up the rounds, followed by Lad- 
derman Ed Keyes. The women were Julia 
Lelong and her mother, Mrs. Girard. 
Mrs. Lelong held in her arms der 
daughter Evaline. They were clad in their 
night gowns and their cries for help were 
agonizing. On a line with the window, and 
scarcely three feet distant, was the roof of 
the brick building, No. 347. Aman stood 
there with outstretched arms, and to him 
Murray passed the child. Then Mrs. Girard 
climbed outon the window-sill and lowered 
herself carefully iuto the clasp of Murray, 
who then lowered her to Keyes, andina 
moment she was on the sidewalk, safe and 
sound. Mrs. Lelong followed her mother’s 
example and Murray firmly held her until 
the sidewalk was reached. Lelong came 
down the ladder unassisted, and the hun- 
dreds of spectators who had hurried to the 
scene sent up a cheer for the brave firemen. 


had poured into the apartments of Mr. and 
Mrs. Holakovsky. Mrs. Holakovsky took the 
children, Eddie and Nellie, and passed them 
through the broken window of the front door 
to a policeman outside. Husband and wife 
then made their exit. 

At the Nineteenth Precinct Police Station it 
was said that Roundsman Shields tried to get 
in the front door of the cigar store, but could 
not. He then reached the rear of the build- 
ing and secured an entrance easily. He 
found the children Eddie and Nellie almost 
suffocated, and hurried with them across the 
street. Returning he groped through the 
building, but found that every one had suc- 
ceeded in escaping. 

Passing into the brick house, 347, he found 
Otto Bauer and Annie Bauer, aged 8 and 10 
years respectively, and succeeded in convey- 
ing them out of the deadly atmosphere. They 
were almost unconscious. 

Altogether eight people were rescued from 
what at one time seemed certain death.

THREATENED TO BLOW UP THE JAIL. 

A Decatur Prisoner Causes Great 
with a Dynamite Bomb, 

Decatur, III., May 4—[Special.|—There 
was a decided sensation at the Macon Coun- 
ty Jail this morning where three alleged 
murderers with twenty-two other criminals 
are confined. It was caused by Edward 
Nichols who was brought here from Indian- 
apolis Thursday morning charged with steal- 
ing clothing from a Decatur man. He had 
on the pantaloons and coat, and by order of 
Marshal Mason the Sheriff, John Mansey, 
took the clothes away from the prisoner last 
night. This angered Nichola, and when Man- 
sey eutered the corridor of the jail this morn- 
ing he abused the Sheriff shamefully and 
threatened to blow up the jail with 
a dynamite bomb. He displayed the deadly 
bomb, which was in the shape of a three- 
inch cartridge, and struck a match to light 
the fuse. The Sheriff drew his revolver 
and Nichols fied to his cell with the cart- 
ridge. During the afternoon: Marshal Ma- 
son and ex-Sherift Foster got Nichols quieted 
down and brought him into the office, when 
he gave up the supposed bomb. It contained 
nothing but paper. The Sheriff and several 
of the prisoners say that Nichols drew out 
the charge and dropped it into the sewer 
after he realized that he might be indicted 
for his conduct.

GERN. CARNAHAN EXPLAINS, 


There Was Nothing in the Republican Cir- 
evlar Issued in Indiana, 

IxDIAxATOLISs, Ind., May 4.—[Special.]—In 
the election -couspiracy trial today Gen. 
James R. Carnahan, who was Chairman of 
the Republican County-Central Committee in 
1886, and who was indicted with Coy et al. 
for conspiracy because a circular over his 
name had been issued 40 election officers re- 


| garding their duties, was on the witness- 
| stand and told the history of that circular, 
| which has never before been made puplic. 


He sad that a few days before 
the election, at the meeting of 


| the Republican Executive Committee, it 


was decided to send out instructions to the 
Republican nage of elections, telling them 
exactly what Was required of them by law 
and what they Were expected to do. Mr. 
Taylor, the present City Attorney, had pre- 
pared a similar Statement at one time, and, 
although he was not a member of the com- 
mittee, he was selected to prepare this one. 
A day or two later he presented this circular 
of instrustions to the committee, who were 
then busy, and by common consent it was re- 
ferred to John B. Elam, Gen. Harrison’s law 
partner, with instructions for him to look it 
over carefully and see if the provisions of 
the law were properly stated. Mr. Carnahan 
said that about this time he was called out 
of the city to Iowa on business, and when he 
returned he asked the Secretary of the com- 
mittee what fad been done, and he told him 
about these circulars having been sent out 
with his (Carnahan's) name signed as Chair- 
man. The witness said that he did not sign 
these circulars and did not send them out, 
simply because he was out of town at the 
time, and he haddone nothing toward pre- 
paring them. However. when he read the 
circular he thought that it stated the law 
and nothing but the law. Its purpose was 
to give the judges a proper understanding 
of their duties, nothing else.

THE WRECK OF A “Q” FREIGHT-TRAIN, 


The Town of Lake police have apparently 
made no effort to find the men who wrecked 
a“Q@” freight-train at Forty-ninth street 
last night.

Edwards was able to talk alittle. He said 
he was standing by his train at -Sev- 
enth street when he was struck and remem- 
bered nothing thereafter, and could not de- 
scribe his assailants. He is a single man 
and came from Montana to take a place dur-

CLUB LIFE IN NEW TORK. 

Club life in New York must be a curious 
affair ifthe newspaper reports of what oc- 
curs in its club- rooms are correct. A recent 
Occurrence in the swell Manhattan Club 
illustrates this statement. The heroes of the 
‘affair are Ira Shafer, a well-known and ec- 
centric lawyer, and Mr. Herbert Ayer, for- 
merly of Chicago, Whose record is familiar 
here. One version has it that while the law- 
yer was holding forth to a circle of his 
friends in the club he became much excited, 
and frequently wiped his forehead with his 
hand. Mr. Ayer burned a cork, and while 
the lawyer was preoccupied with his talk 
placed it in his hand, It soon became smeared, 
and the smut was soon. transferred to 
his face. When the lawyer discovered 
his plight he promptiy rose and slapped Mr. 
Ayer in the face, a rebuke which he de- 
served for his silly performance. Evidently 
Mr. Ayer’s notions of the etiquet of club 
manners and the civility due from one mem- 
ber to another are of the crudest sort, 
though not much cruder than his notions of 
humor and practical waggery. Servants in an 
area or stable boys might esteem such a joke 
as the hightof humor, but among club gen- 
tlemen such performances are not usually 
considered as consonant with etiquet. 

The other version of the affair, which is 
given by the New York World, is even worse. 
It affirms that Mr. Ayer blacked the hands 
and smeared the face of Shafer while he 
was.engaged in the process of “sleeping it 
off“; in other words, while intoxicated; and 
it inti 
no violation of club etiquet it is considered 
a serious breach to interfere with the drunken 
member or make him appear ridiculous. It 
says: “A member may get uproariously drunk 
in some of these institutions, make the 
air biue with big oaths, and kick up a row 
that would disgrace arespectable bar-room, 


and escape discipline if the affair doesn’t

INDIANA AND GRESHAM. 

“The full report of the proceedings of the In- 
diana Republicdn Convention printed in Tun 
Tripune of yesterday leaves little room to 
doubt that Judge Gresham fairly divided che 
honors, the good-will, and the support of that 
representative gathering with Senator Harri- 
son. The resolutions declare for the latter and 
all the delegates chosen by the State and the 
district conventions will support him while 
there is a fair prospect of his nomination, 
but Judge Gresham is at heart the real 
choice of three of the delegates-at-large 
and of more than half ot the dis- 
trict delegates. The resolution, to be sure, 
is for Gen. Harrison, but it is not to be inter- 
preted as a last-ditch support of him. Ex- 
Secretary Thompson properly interpreted the 
indorsement when he said that “ Jndiana 
must do the best she can to secure the nomination 
Sor an Indiana man. Ex-Gov. Porter added 


to the significance of Gen. Thompson's 


words when he said: The 4th of March 
next we'll introduce others of our gallant In- 
dianians to a new occupant of the White 
House, and the new President will be an Indiani- 
an.“ These expressions are not compatible 
with the Harrison or hara-kiri interpretation 
which the Harrison organs at Indianapolis 
seek to place on the resolutions. The char- 
acter of the delegates also precludes the pos- 
sibility of such an interpretation being cor- 
rect. 

Ex-Gov. Porter, who heads the Indiana 
delegation, is at heart as warm a friend and 
as strong a supporter of Judge Gresham and 
as firm a believer in his availability as a 
Presidential candidate as Col. George R. 
Davis, who heads the Illinois delegation. 
Gov. Porter's speech in the convention yes- 
terday indicates plainly enough where he 
stands. Alluding to Grover’s saving around 
the circle, he said:

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ALLEGED PROSPERITY or- r FARMER. 

Congressman Grosvenor holds that tax- 
ation for the sake of surplus and bounties 
should be maintained so that the laboring- 
men of this country should have a great 
dea! higher wages than the laboring-men of 
other countries.“ Grosvenor ought to know, 
and probably does know, that capital pays 
simply the lowest market rate for labor, and 
pockets all the profits it can. The great 
Pacific railroad mng that robbed the Gov- 
ernment und accumulated two hundreds 
of millions of illegitimate profit might 
have paid, their employés extra high 
wages, but they didn’t do it. Car- 
negie, the high-tafiff protected monopolist 
who 1s “cleaning up” a million or two a 
year, and who recently discussed with some 
fellow-directors the advisability of cutting a 
$10,000,000 watermelon in dividing accumulat- 
ed dividends, might pay big wages, but he is 
engaged just now importing Hungarians to 
take the places of his workmen who have 
struck against working twelve hours for 
eight hours’ pay. 

The lowest wages paid in this country for 
labor at all skilled are in industries having 
protection, and none of them pay any more 
than the market rats for labor, while all 
strive to appropriate the entire tariff bounty 
to themselves and give workmen no share. 

Grosvenor, who knows these facts, ought 

to carry his scheme a little further and pro- 
pose a bill requiring all railroads to charge 
double their present rates so that they could 
pay high wages, and then leave it to the gen- 
erosity of the corporations to see that the 
extra profits should go into the pockets of 
‘the employés. Such a policy.would be quite 
as rational as the maintenance of an ultra- 
high tariff not requirdd tor revenue on the 
theory that itis needed to secure the pay- 
ment of uh wages. 

But who are the “laboring-men” whom 
Grosvenor desires to secure “higher wages 
than are paid in other countries”? Conced- 
ing for the sake of the argument that some 
of the tariff bounty is paid over in wages to 
workmen, it is nevertheless true that the 


forge and factory labor, alleged to be pro- 
' tected by the present tariff, comprises but a 
small proportion of the industrial population. 


The farmers alone number more than half the 
productive manual laborers of the country, 
and they have no protection. In Grosvenor’s 
own district they are a majority of the actual 
| Workers. Why should ten men be oppressive- 
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tion taken from his own State. A few months 
ago Judge Mclivane, late Chief Justice of the 
Court of Ohio, died leaving 


years ago, at a then bargain, for $11,400. In 
1880 the farm was valued at $15,000, and 
Judge Mollvane confidently believed that in 
his lifetime it would reach a valuation of 
$20,000, as it was kept in prime condition. In 
the settlement of the estate recently it be- 
came necessary to sell this farm, and after 
being well advertised it brought $5,100! No 
more was offered for it, because, as was said, 


farming had become so bad a business by rea- 


son of the low price of crops and cattle that 
nothing could be, made beyond a bare living 
after paying taxes. Thisis not an exception- 
alcase. Excluding certain lands having pe- 
culiar advantages for truck farming, and 
speaking generally, it is notoriously true 
that owing to the great fall in prices of agri- 
cultural produce improved farm land in Ohio 
has declined from 28 to 50 per cent in value 
in the Jast eight years, and the farmers have 
hard work to make ends meet. This is the 
explanation of the accumulating debts of the 
farmers and their discouragement, and if 
Grosvenor was a faithful representative of 
the peopie of his district instead of an advo- 
cate ot trustism and tariff monopoly he. would 
not regard farm mortgages as evidence of in- 
creasing prosperity, but would exert himseif 
to obtain relief for the hardest “ laboring 
men” in the Union, who most need and de- 
serve it, and who have been required too long 
to sell their produce at low free-trade rates 
and pay high bounty monopoly prices for 
nearly everything they buy.

The stockholdérs waxed wroth at the 
pastoral thus direeted at their property as 
well as at their persons; and it may be feared 
that some of the Scripture which the reform- 
ing letter-writer printed the previous day in 
his crepuscular circulatory lamp was per- 
verted from its primal and true significance 
and returned undevoutly at his head. 

But the stockholders may be wroth; they 
are also full of fear—not of Sunday desecra- 
tion but of Shepard. He not oniy denounces 
them in Scriptural terms; he owns so much 
stock of the transportation company that it 
is possible he will buy enough to organize 
himself into a Stage Trust ana run the stages 
into the barns to stay there from Saturday 
night until Monday mofning. The stages 
are great con veniences to the public, includ- 
ing the people going to church, not near the 
elevated roads; and they aré sources of con- 
siderable income to the persons who bought 
the stock. Should Mr. Shepard carry out 
the implied tnreat Fifth avenue, Madison 
avenue, and a good part of the city that lies 
between Third and Sixth avenues—and the 
territory is a pretty wide strip—would be 
seriously crippled even in going to church in 
bad weather. 

The trouble with Mr. Shepard is that he 


| thinks the Lord is his Shepherd and that he 


must be the shepherd of his feilow-Gotham- 
ites who ride in street omnibuses and dislike 
long street walks. He does not understand 
that it was the profane and frugal old Van- 
derbilt that was his “shepherd.” It was the 
Od Commodore who said to him, “thou 
shalt not want,” who smear him to lie down 
in green pastures” ‘led him beside still 
waters.” It was old 4 Vanderbiti’s rod and 
staff that comforted him. It was the Ferry- 
man who fried his own pork and washed his 
own dishes that prepared “the table before 
him.” But the multitude of unfortunates 
. who have not thus been provided for by 
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sections of the State. These persons, who 
have essayed the role of dictators them- 


placed in his hands by his party associates 
in the interests of his party and for the pub- 
lic advantage. At th® same time he has 
materially contributed to the party’s success.

Senators Vest and Plumb have brought 
themselves into prominence by making 
wholesale charges against what one of them 
calis a “ cattle syndicate,” and the other a 
% combine,” which it would be difficult for 
them to prove, The statement that there are 
five firms in this city which regulate the 
price of cattle every day is simply absurd, 
and the allegation that they or their repre- 
sentatives hold nightly meetings for the 
purpose of determining what the price shall 
be the next day is flatly denied by men who 
know ail about the business and the methods 
of conducting it., The only foundation there 
can be for such a charge may be found in the 
fact that on a few occasions, when the 
market has been giutted by unusually 
large arrivals, one or two of these buyers 
have withdrawn before all were sold, and 
took à part of the residue the nex‘ day. But 
even this is the exception, not the rule. 
There is no doubt that the dressed-beef men 
of this city obtain their material as cheaply 
as possible and act like buyers of other 
descriptions of property in appearug indif- 
ferent when they find that sellers are over- 
loaded. But there is absolutely no proof of 
any such combination as is alleged by the 
two Senators. Neither is it true that the 
dressed-beef men are the only buyers in this 
market. Cattle are bought here every day 
by exporters and men who ship on the hoof to 
other cities in the United States, their aggre- 
gate purchases forming fully a quarter of 
the total number sold. The decline of ten 
dollars per head withjn the last few yéars is 
scarcely more of a reduction per cent than 
that which has occurred in the price of 
wheat in the same time, and both appear to 
be due to the same cause—namely: a large 
increase in the production as compared with 
the demand. It is idle to charge the shrink- 
age in selling values upon the dressed-beef | 
men. There is no more proof that they are 
responsible for it than there would be that 
they have reduced the prices of wheat and 
flour fully 30 per cent in the last four years,

METHODISTS PROLONG THEIR D1scus- | 


SION AND BECOME 
Confusion Is Resorted To that Dr. Bachley 
May Not Be Heard—An Amendment to 
the Report Proposes te Refer the Matter 
Back tothe Annual Cunferences—Many 
Strong Voices Speak for the Women— 
The Debate Will Be Continued Today. 


New York, May 4.—Bishop C. D. Foss pre- 
sided at today’s session of the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Dr. A. B. Leonard of the Cincinnati Confer- 


ing him not to speak in favor of admit- 
ting women. He was a strong advo- 
cate of the admission of women. Re- 
mying to Dr. Bucklev’s speech, he 
cited the laws of the church and argued that 
they fayorea the women side of the case. 
He said that certain insinuations in the ad- 
dress of the Bishops were surprising. Wom- 
en had been regarded as laymen from the be- 
ginning. They were allowed to vote in the 
lay conference for delegates, and if they 
were entitled to vote they were entitled to 
seats. It was understood in 1872, when it 
was agreed to admit lay delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference, that the door was opened 
for tne admission of women. Dr. Leonard 
claimed that Dr. Queal had made certain 
statements about the law of the church 
which proved the stand he (the speaker) had 
taken was correct. 

Dr. Queal arose and said that Dr. Leonard 
had misrepresented him. 

Dr. Leonard closed by saying that if women 
were not to be recognized they should not be 
allowed to vote for the election of lay dele- 


gates. 

The Rev. John Miley, President of the 
Drew Theological Seminary, spoke against 
the admission of women. He said if the laws 
of the church were properly interpreted they 
would prove that women were not eligible, 
and then, besides, no one wanted them in 
the General Conference. 

The Rev. J. R Day of the New York Con- 
ference argued inst the admission of wom- 
en. When the law was passed for the ad- 
mission of lay delegates, he said, it 
was never intended that women should be 
delegates to the General Conference. It was 
proposed today to make one of the most stu- 
pendous pieces of legislation known to 
Christendom. He was not opposed to woman 
doing the work she was capable of doing, 
but he did not think she should intrude 
upon the General Conference. The question 
had never been submitted to general vote of 
the church. Before the question was settled 
it should be submitted to a vote. Nothing 
should be done incautiously. “ We do not 
know.“ concluded the speaker, what place 
we want women to occupy. Ir women ure 
admit just so many men will be dis- 
placed. 
woula be weakened. Woman has not the 
necessary experience. If she is admitted 
she should come in as an added force and not 
as a weakening force.”’ 

Gen. Samuel H. Hurst, Dairy and Food 
Commissioner of Ohio, the first layman to 
gain the floor, defended the right of women 
to admission. He alluded to the opponents 
of women as “old fogies. He criticised the 
Bishop’s address. The Episcopacy,” he 
said, “does not interpret the law of the 
church, but the General Conference does. 
The conference is to be considered as the 
Supreme Court sitting as a body to interpret 
the law. Woman does not come here as a 
strong-minded person demanding admit- 
tance, but she comes as the representative of 
the lay conference. The word ‘layman’ 18 
interpreted to mean all members of the 
church not represented in the ministry. 
That is the law, and if women are ‘laymen’ 
they are entitled to admission. Women do 
more work in the church than the men.” 

Prof. C. J. Littie of Syracuse University 
followed Mr. Hurst. He said he was not in 
favor of the admission of women at the pres- 
ent time because the church at large had not 
expressed an Opinion on the subject. He 
wanted women to sit ders but when they 
came he wanted them to come Cconstitution- 


ally and by the consent of the whole church. 


The Rev. F. B. Nealy of Philadelphia said 
he was in favor of submitti the question 
to the annual conferences. s offered the 
following amendment to the report of the 
committee: 

But since there is great interest in this ques- 
tion, and since the church generally should be 
consulted in regard to such an important matter, 
therefore, 

Hesolved, That we submit to the anhval con- 
ferences the proposition to amend the second 
restrictive rule by adding the words, and said 
wane may be men or women,” after the 
wo “two lay delegates for an annual con- 
ference,” so that it will read, Nor of more than 
two lay delegates for an annual conference, and 
said delegates may be men or women.“ 

The amendment was seconded by Dr. Pax- 
son, and will be voted on at the close of the 


debate. 

Leslie M. Shaw, a lawyer from Des Moines, 
argued that women were eligible. He urged 
that they should be seated at the present Gen- 
eral Conference, and the question of their 
eligibility be submitted to the annual cenfer- 
ences afterward. 

Alden Speare of New England spoke in 
favor of Dr. Nealy’s amendment, and Louis 
R. Fiske of Detroit, Presidént of Albion Col-

III.

Sisk, protessionally known as J. W. Price, 
accomplished the most hazaraous act ever 


undertaken by any man this afternoon in

ANOTHER MINNESOTA CONGRESSMAN 
ON THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


Mr. Macdonald Criticises His Party for 
Not Suggesting a Better Measure than 
the Mills BUIl—A Tariff Speech by Mr. 
Guenther of Wisconsin—The Trust In- 


Testimony—The Accumulation of Busi- 
ness in the House—Washington News. 


Wasnineton, D. C., May 4.—Speaking in 
the House today Mr. Caswell of Wisconsin 
criticised the method of tariff reduction pro- 
_ posed by the Committee on Ways and Means. 
declaring that it did not provide for any sub- 
stantial decrease upon articles of general 
consumption. The committee should have 
provided, he contended, for the entire re- 
moval of the duty on sugar. That course 
would take $1 tax fromthe foodof every 
man, woman, and child. Such a rehef would 
extend toevery family, rich and poor. He 
would give a reasonable bounty for sugar 
produced in the United States, but he would 
no longer continue this great tax on the 
mouths of 60,000,000 people under the guise 
of a tax for revenue. 

Mr. Macdonald of Minnesota spoke in op- 
position to the high protective system and 
expatiated upon the injuries resulting to the 
people by the locking up of a vast surplus in 
the Treasury. He was not quite satisfied 
with the bill, because it did not go far 
enough. He would place coal, iron-ore, and 
sugar on the free list. He warned the Re- 

ublican party that it had better meet the 

mocratic party half way in its effort for 
tariff reform. | 

Mr. Guenther of Wisconsin remarked that 
his colleague, Mr. Huad, had swallowed the 
whole dose prepared by the Democratic ma- 
jority and seemed to relish it greatiy, en- 
deavoring by political sophistry to try to per- 
suade the people of his district that it was a 
palatable decoction, a panacea for all evils, 
the long lookea for Democratic oil that would 
heal all the evils of the body politic. [Laugh- 
ter.] The Republicans generally were in 
favor of abolishing entirely the tax on to- 
bacco, amounting to $30,000,000; also the tax 
on spirits used inthe artsand manufact- 
ures, amounting to about $6,000,000. Should 
further reduction be necessary, they pro- 
posed to abolish the duty on sugar, and, in 
order to foster sugar production, this would 
pay a bounty to the producers amounting to 
a sum equal to the present tax. This would 
give the people free sugar and would not de- 
nee nor prevent the extension of any es- 
tablished industry. This policy would make 
a reduction of about $80,000,000 certain and 
absolute. instead of problematical, like the 
method proposed by the Democratic party. 

Quoting the last line with which his col- 
league closed his speech, We are taxed from 
the cradle plumb into the grave,” Mr. 
Guenther said that the poet must have 
thought of the internai reyenue collector.

THE BIG SEAL MONOPOLY. 


Gov. Swineford’s Report on the Operations 
of the Alaska Commercial Company, 

Wasaineton, D. C., May 4.—The Secretary 
of the Interior today transmitted to the 
House a report by Guv. Swineford of Alaska 
upon the operations of the Alaska Seal & 
Fur Company (Alaska Commercial Company), 
in which he alleges that the company has 
grossly abused the natives, and attaches an 
affidavit to sustain his charges. He concludes 
with a quotation from his last annual report 
that it would be better to allow every fur 
seal to be exterminated than to continue so 
blighting a monopoly. 

he attached affidavit is made by Isaac 
Anderson, a resident of California, who says 
he is in the employ of the Alaska Company, 
and a Deputy Marshal at Ounalaska. As an 
illustration of the company’s methods in 
conducting business in the court, te details 
cases where he found himself in conflict with 
the company whenever he attempted to pro- 
tect the Government’s interests, and declares: 
that no United States official can properly 
perform his duty in Alaska wherever the 
company has any interests without incurring 
its displeasure and coming into oven hos- 
tility with the agents of the company. 

The Secretary of the Treasury today sent 
to the House his answer to the resolution 
calling for information in regard to the con- 
tract of the Alaska Commercial Company to 
take seals in Alaska.

RECKLESS AND GROUNDLESS TALK

That Distinguished Gentleman Never Saw 
Nor Talked te Dr. Heywood—Some 
Points on the Investigation of the Lon-

Lonpox, May 3.—Mr. Blaine was last heard 
of at Genoa Monday of this week.

MUTINY ON A BRITISH VESSEL. 


* 


A People with Many Advantages of Mod- 
ern Civilization, bat Without Its At- 


tendant Vices—A Crime That Resulted 


in the Production of a New People—A 
Happy Valley on au Island in the Heart 


of the Pacific Ocean. 
New York Pres: The ship Bounty, Dec. 


23, 1787, sailed from Spithead, England, bound 
for the South Sea. To many of the present 


generation the story of the mutiny that fol- 


lowed is a vague tradition; and that the 


lineai descendants of the mutineers are now 
living, entirely by themselves, on an island 
un the Pacific Ocean very few have any 
nowledge. The island is known as Pit- 
cairn’s Island. The ship was under a com- 
mission from the British Admiralty to visit 
the Society and other islands and collect a 
number of bread-fruit plants, which were 
then to be taken to certain of the British 
West Indies for the purpose of stocking 
those islands. The vessel started on her 
homeward voyage with Lieut. Bligh in com- 
mand. He was of an unusually overbear- 
ing and insulting disposition. He accused 
Fietcher Christian, the mate, of having 
stolen some cocoanuts which he had bought at 
Otaheite, one of the islands they had visited. 
Christian determined to get away from the 
ship, and was informed by the boatswain 
that the crew were ready to mutiny. He 
surprised the Captain in his berth, made a 
prisouer of him, and took possession of the 
ship. The Captain and eighteen of his offi- 
cers and men were then set adrift in an open 


boat. 


Christian, with the twenty-four others who 
had remained in the ship, steered for the So- 
ciety Islands, and sixteen of them finally de- 
cided to remain at Otaheite, while Christian 
and the rest, taking with them twelve Ota- 
heitean women and seven men, set salt in the 
— for any place that chance might take 


em. 1 %, 

Nothing was heard of Christian and those 
who had gone on the Bounty for twenty 
years. At the end of that time an American 
ship, happening to touch at Pitcairn’s Island, 
found there an Englishman called Alexander 
Smith (this name was afterward changed to 
John Adams), who said he was the sole sur- 
vivor of those who had saileu on the Bounty. 

Christian, thinking the island a place 
where there would be little chance of their 
being discovered, had landed there , 
burned the ship. Things went smoothly for 
two years, when one of the men, having lost 
his wife, insisted on taking one of the 
Otaheitean men’s. The Otaheiteans rebelled 
and killed three of the whites, The rest of 
the whites, with the aid of the women, then 
killed all the Otaheitean men. Only four 
men were now left on the island. One of 
these succee ied making an intoxicating 
liquor and drank himseif to death, another 
one was executed by his companions, and a 
third died gf consumption. 

Adams, now an old man, became at last 
impressed with the responsibility resting 
upon him of teaching tne descendants of 
himself and his companions the truth of the 
Bible. The result was a model community. 
In 1830 the inhabitants moved to Norfolk 
Island, but in 1856 apart of them returned 
to Pitcairn. This colony has since beeh re- 
markable for the purity in which it has re- 
tained the principles inculcated by the patri- 
archal Adams. ) 

Between the years 1860 and 1880 a number 
of ships called at the island. In 1883 the 
American ship Harry Mills visited the place, 
and one of the inhabitants named McCoy ac- 
companied the ship to Liverpool. 

In the same year another American ship, 
the Wandering Jew, stopped at the island, 
and on leaving Cat. Talpey, the commander, 
took with him another one of the inhubi- 
tants. This was Earnest Heywood Christian, 
the great grandson of Fletcher Christian. 
Until his arrival at Hull, Engiand, Earnest 
Christian had never seen a house, a horse, or 
any other quadruped. Hisdelight and aston- 
ishment when he first saw a steam engine 
and train were unbounded. The career of 
McCoy, who preceded him to England. 
had not been wholly of an agreeable 
character. Upon his arrival in Lon- 

unscrupulous person, taking 
advantage of his utter ignorance of 
the ways of the world, induced him to hold a 
series of receptions at a kind of variety 
show. When he found into what he had 
been entrapped MeCoy was very much dis- 
sted, and blamed the Captain of the Harry 
ills for not having told him the character 
of the place. 

As soon as Christian arrived in Hull Me- 
Coy wrote to him, beseeching him “for 
God's sake not to come to London, for,“ 
he said, it is hell.“ On his arrival Chris- 
tian was treated with the greatest kindness, 
and when he left England took with him 
many valuable presents for the islanders. 

Christian spent three years on the ship, 
visiting San Francisco and going completely 
around the worid before he returned to his 
island home. On her second visit to Pitcairn 
Mrs. Tapley had with her a young English 
girl 17 years old. She was the youngest per- 
son who had ever visited the island, and 
great was the interest and admuration she 
excited among the girls of herown age. One 
in 8 iss Emily McCoy, kept close 
to her ali the time, asking her all manner of 
questions about the outside world. 

‘* You are the first girl of my own age out- 
side of this island that I have ever seen,“ 
she said. Tell me all you can. What do 
horse-cars look hike? And the churches—do 
you have people enough to fill them!“ 

Among the island women who visited the 
ship on this occasion was Miss Kosalind 
Young, one of the most attractive and en- 
terprising on the island. She was at this 
time about 23 years old, had never had a shoe 
on her foot, swam like a fish, played the or- 

an in the little island church, assisted her 

ather in teaching the village school,” and 
was the leader in everything among the 
women on the island. She has written an 
account of the island for the Century, and she 
told Mrs. Tapley tuat she never had an idle 
moment. 

Another curious vein of modern civilization 
that has cropped out on the island is the de- 
sire for some place where one can get a rest 
and change from the ordigary routine of life. 
On an isolated island oniy a few miles in cir- 
1 in midocean, and containing 
only one village of less than a hundred in- 
habitants, summer residences would seem 
to be hardly practicable or desirable. Yet 
these people have begun to bulid, a little way 
from the main settlement, a small summer 
colony,“ where the older ones may go away 
for a little while every year and be more re- 
tired than they can in the vill They 
have named their retreat Happy Valley.“ 

The condition of the islanders has lately 
been considerably improved by the numerous 
visits of English and American shi The 
population is increasing slowly. In 1879 it 
was ninety-four, In December, 1882, it was 
108, of which number two were shipwrecked 
sailors who had settled there. The colony 
consists of about twenty families, who live 
in single story cottages formed of bamboo, 
with thatched roof. 

The islanders are still noted for their strict 
religious conduct, grace being said before and 
after each meal, and swearing or anything of 
a similar character being absolutely un- 
known.

At the top of the frame is 
cated the main pulley, over which the chain 
runs. It is attached to a small shaft, which 
is geared to a flywheel about three feet in 
circumference, and which, Mr. Jennings said, 
could be made to make about 1,000 revolu- 
tions a minute. :

FACTS ABOUT BOTTLED LIGHTNING. 


Some New Uses to Which Storage Batteries 
Are Put—Electricity an Economy Now. 
Storage batteries, in which electricity is 

bottied, so to speak, are destined to fill an im- 
portant place in the world in the near future. 
A Mail and Express reporter yesterday visited 
the office of a company which controls a large 
number of patents covering this invention 
and learned from the Secretary some of the 
varied uses to which it may be put. As long 
ago as last summer the experiment of run- 
ning a street-car with a storage battery was 
successfully tried in Philadelphia. The 
batteries were placed beneath the seats of the 
car, and they supplied the current to a dyna- 
mo-electric motor geared to the axle. These 
batteries consist of a series of cells, in each 
of which are plunged twenty-three lead 
plates, twelve being united together to form 
one pole and eleven to the other. The plates 
are perforated at regular intervals by 
square holes which are filled respectively 
with litharge and red lead. The cells for 
use upon street-cars measure 7x7x! inches 
and weigh, about forty pounds. It requires 
eighty-four of these to run a street-car. In 
order to charge the battery the celis are 
removed from the car and are then con- 
nected with an electric dynamo. It takes 
about four hours to fully charge the eighty- 
four cells. The charging, of course, in act- 
ual running would go on continuously, one 
series af exhausted cells being replaced on 
the var by another series fully charged. 
On board the car thé cells are automatically 
connected together, and the terminal poles 
run to a vertical cylindrical switchboard 
stationed on the frontplatform. The switch is 
so constructed as to make twenty-two differ- 
ent combinations of the force, so as to exact- 
ly regulate the expenditure of energy. 

Street-cars upon which these accumulators 
are used run at the of eight miles an 
hour, including stop „and will carry a 
full loaded car from forty to fifty miles. Not 
only do the batteries propel the car, but 
they maintain an eleéttric-light system with 
which the vehicle is illuminated, and also 
ring the signal and warning bells. The stor- 
age of electricity has mace the use of electrici- 
ty possible in many instances where hitnerto 
it seemed impracticabie, and in others has 
made this luxury an economy where before 
it was an extrav . 

Today many offices and private houses 
and towns are lightel and many vehicles 
and motors are drawn dy means of the 
storage system, while formerly electricity 
could not be used at al. For lighting pur- 
poses it is invaluable particularly for use 
on steamers and yacits. A gentleman in 
Philadelphia has one of these storage batter- 
168 arran on his catriage, which gives a 
three-candie power light on each side of his 
vehicle, which inside js as light as day.— 
New York Mail.

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THE DAYS OF CALOMEL AND JALAP. 


Medical Remedies and Ideas That Were 
Popular Fifty Years Ago. 

Alas! our répertoire of illnesses was 
limitea, indeed, compared with today, says a 
writer for the Philadelphia Times, recalling 
old times in Maryland. There was a paucity 
of available diseases. A man could not pos- 
sibly have cerebro-spinal meningitis; it was 
not to be had. If he hada pain in his chest 
no one soothed his anguish by telling him he 
had pneumonia; the word pleurisy was re- 
morselesly flung at him. Diphtheria was un- 
comeatable; putrid sore throat filled that 
vacuum in the list. If a man was wheezy 
and had trouble with his breathing the rugged 
word phthisic was nailed to him; no one 
dreamed of bronchitis. Bright’s disease had 
not been invented in our region, and people's 
hearts never troubled them save when in 
love. Hence olg-time people, when they 
came to die, had a contracted list of ailments 
from which to choose, and they died as they 
lived, plain and unromantic. 

When the amateur doctors of the com- 
munity desired assistance then the village 
doctor was called in, and he confined himseif 
to two remedies—caiomel and jalap—admin- 
istered by the shovelful. There must have 
been a fall in the price of these drugs when 
the last of these old doctors died. If a man 
sprained his ankle, was bitten by a mad dog, 
or had a sick headache, he was told to take 
calomel or jalap; if he refused and died it 
served him right. If he took them and died 


it was evidence that no human power could 


save him. Castor-oil and paregoric some- 
times appeared, but they were awarfs com- 
pared to calomel and jalap. The only rivals 
they feared were the private remedies of the 
people. The moment an old woman thought 
she could make a valuable medicine out of 
some herb or herbs she burned to administer 
it to some suffering neighbor. 

That good Samaritan, Mrs. Perkins, often 


waiked miles to urge the use of snake-root’ 


tea in the measles to bring the disease rap- 
idiy to the surface. An old negro, Aunt 
Kitty, madea salve for sores that was fa- 
mous. Its principal constituent was duck’s 
fat. but the fowl must be killed at a certain 
phase of the moon and the fat meited over a 
fire kindled with certain sorts of wood. As 
this salve was said to work miraculous cures, 
it may be a loss to humanity that the astro- 
nomical and botanical secrets of its manu- 
facture were not perpetuated. 

There was a multiplicity of remedies for 
colds, and they generally were based on 
sweating out the disease. Boneset tea, tea 
of wild cherry bark, onions stewed with 
sugar, and vinegar and molasses all had 
their warm advocates, but a highly-esteemed 
remedy was a Thomsonian mixture bearing 
the rather indefinit name of * Composi- 
tion.“ There was nothing undefined about 
its taste or effect, however. It was of an ar- 
dent, impulsive nature. It burned the 
tongue when first tasted, then it charred the 
windpi and liver as it went down, and 
finished by parboiling the soles of the feet. 
Its forte was causing a sweating, and it did its 
duty to the letter. It brought the cold out, 
and it brought the original sin out, and the 
heart’s secrets out. Nothing that could be 


moved rested beneath the cuticle after a 


composition séance. There were some cu- 
rious methods of treating a cold in vogue in 
the neighborhood. A carpenter had a sin- 
gular and heroic fremedy. As soon as he 
felt that he wasin the clutches of a cold, he 
stripped to a single garment and stood out in 
the winter night until half frozen. Then the 
knight of the hammer and chisel returned to 
the house and covered up warm in bed; the 
reaction wus said to draw the cold out. 

One oid idea of the doctors has greatly 
changed—the objecuon to their patients 
drinking water. No matter how much the 
invalid craved it, he was told that even a 
moderate indulgence would be fatal, and the 
attendants were solemnly warned to turn a 
deaf ear to his entreaties. At the tender 
age of 10 years I aimed the first blow atthe 
anti-water régime, and it happened in this 
manner: I was visiting on a plantation and 
the planter’s father, a man of advanced 
years, was at death’s door, Owing to a pro- 
tracted case of dysentery. Day by day the 
old man drew nearer tothe graye, and the 
family awaited the coming of the destroyer 
with sad hearts, The one desire of the dying 
man was a draught of coid water from one of 
the sparkling springs which abounded on the 
farm. No traveler, sand-blinded and thirst- 
stricken in the arid desert could have cried 
more piteouslv or more unavailingly, for the 
doctor had declared a draught of water fatal 
to the sick man, and had sternly commanded 
the family to refuse his requests. One 
morning I was in his room, for he dearly 
loved children, and he begged me to stealth- 
ily fetch him a pitcher of water fromthe 
spring. I hesitated, for, while no one bad 
forbidden me to give him water, I knew the 
family refused it tohim. Then the old man 
asked me to bring him his watch from off 
the table. I did so, and lie told me I should 
have it if I would bring him a pitcher of 
water. The watch wasof silver, as large as 
a small saucer, and I longed to possess such a 
treasure. I brought the water, At times 1 
try te think humanity made me bring it, but 
then I think of the watch and doubt. The 
old man swallowed the pitcher’s contents at

How the Japanese Sleep. 

The Japanese bed is simply a futon spread 
upon the matting. They lie on this and spread 
another futon over them and rest their heads 
upon wooden ow ee and are happy. A futon is 
a thickly wadded cotton quilt, exactly like our 
comfortable, and a very nice arrangement such 
a bed is for the’ housekeeper. The bed is easily 
made, and in the morning the futon is folded 
and put away in a closet, and the 
“chamber work” is done. They wear 
no might dresses, but as every person, 
even in the poorest and humblest station, takes 
a hot bath once, and in the majority of cases 
twice, a day, there is nothing uncieanly in the 
wearing of the same dress at night which is worn 
in the day. The one futon spread upon the mat- 
ting was rather a hard bed for our unaccustomed 
sides, so we had six or eight thicknesses put 
down, and instead of the tuxurious wooden pil- 
low we had one futon rolled and put at the head 
of our alleged couch. Thus we made really a 
comfortable bed. Then mosquito-nettings were 
brought in, and the Japanese have reduced 
this branch of honsehold comfort toa science. 
The nets are as large as the room, and fastened 
by the corners to hooks in each corner of the 
room, and when one has gracefully and quickly 
crawled under the edge, as boys in my day — 
to crawl under the canvass of a circus tent, he is 
as comfortable and secure as possible. Nets for 
children are made on little frames and t 
over the children wherever sleep overtakes 
them, and I have often and often seen chil- 
dren in all the innocence of unclothed nat- 
ure in verandas, and porches, and open front 
rooms of houses, covered by nettings, 
sleeping the sweet sleep of Japanese childhood. 


I believe children sleep there better than they 


do in any other land, for I do not now recollect 
that lever heard a child cry at night in all my 
travels in Japan, and there were often many of 
them at the tea-houses where we stop i do 
not generalize and say that children not cry 
at nightin Japan, for that would not be true, 
and beside might give young American mothers 
an undue desire to go re.

Chief-Justice Waite came to the court in the 
prime of life, with a vigorous constitution, train- 
edinthe ways of the law and the courts by a 
long and successful practice, and was at once rec- 
ognized as a man with faculties which fitted 
him for presiding over this high tribunal, As to 
his churacter, his work, and the impres- 
sion which he has made upon the public, 
we concur in the remarks made by the Attorney- 
General. In the decisions of this court, from 
19th Wallace to 125th United States, inclusive, 
and in the opinions delivered by him contained 
in those volumes, will be found the strongest evi- 
dence of his industry and his capacity as a Judge. 
His style was eminently judicial, terse, vigorous, 
and clear. No one who reads them ever doubts 
what is meant or the court decided. They will 
stand as his highest claim to the gratitude ot his 
country and a monument to his diligence and 
ability. It nas been said of eminent Judges, 
with something of regret, that, however impor- 
tant their services, however valuable their de- 
cisions and opinions, — are, as compared with 
other public servants and public men, withdrawn 
from observation.

A WIDER FIELD. 


The Ignorance and Indifference of Woman 
on Questions of Large Scope Are Re- 
sponsible for Much of the Injustice 
Which She Suffers—Social Limitations 
Have as Fatal Results as Intellectual 
Narrowness — A Plain Talk by Mrs. 
Howe to Women of All Classes. 


Julia Ward Howe, in the course of a 
thoughtful article in Woman on How to Ex- 
tend the Sympathies of Women,“ says: 
Tnere is no reason under heaven why 
women of any class should be pledged and 
bound to narrowness and limitation of view. 
This narrowness, on the contrary, implies 
ignorance, of much that they are bound to 
know, and of much that they cannot know 
if Mrs. A. or B. is to dictate the limit of their 
observation and sympatny. These social 
limitations are seen nowadays to have a 
fatal result in our American life. 

The distincuon of wealth being generally 
accepted and upheld among women of posi- 
tion, the ambiuon of riches receives the 
highest sanction which society has it in its 
power to confer. Wealth as the first essen- 
tial of social standing means wealth acquired 
by fair means or by foul. Instead of Our 
country, rightor wrong,“ the motto is now, 
“Our money, right or wrong.“ and under 
such a battie-cry it will oftener be wrong 
than right. ' 

I know that many will rise up to say that, 
in really good society, family is the true dis- 
tinction. I know the smile that sneers down 
as a class the nouveau riche.” But let me 
here say that the distinction of family some- 
times comes to mean the distinction between 
wealth inherited, which constitutes it, and 
wealth earned, which does not. How many 
names which pass for illustrious are only the 
inherited names of robbers and cut-throats! 
glory in the boldness. with which Mr. Em- 


Jerson, in his English Traits,’ calls the 


warriors of the Norman Conquest an army 
of * filthy thieves.“ I wish that American 
women knew better the character of the 
feudal institutions for whose lingering repre- 
sentatives they show such acraze. — 

The present administration of social inter- 
ests 1s largely founded upon the supposed ig- 
norance and indifference of women regard- 
ing all questions of an outside and general 
scope. Men arrange for themselves the con- 
veniences of vice. They set their trap and 
dig their pitfall for the young, the igno- 
rant, the unwary. Unworthy as they know 
this course to be, they consider it Safe. De- 
cent women will never venture so far from 
their own bounds as to come where they can 
take personal cognizance o1 these offenses, 
and of their victims. ; 

The deadlock between capital and labor is 
another matter in which the ignorance and 
indifferance of woman is relied upon by men. 
Look at the slop-shop work and at the 
wretched women who do it at starvation 
prices, thankful indeed to get it, since the 
choice for them, if they would be honest, hes 
between that and death. Their employer 
cannot pay them better wages, ause 
he is bent, not upon earning a com- 
fortable living but upon accumulat- 
ing a large fortune. So he takes the 
working woman by the throat, and compels 
her, through her poverty, to give him the 
maximum of work for the minimum of rec- 
ompense. He is safe in doimg this—his wife 
and daughters will not care, will not inquire. 
The society ladies will not get furtner than 
to say that they are sorry, but suppose it 
must always be so. 

See the female teacher doing the same 
work that the male teacher does, doing it as 
well or better, and receiving a salary equal 
to half of his. The old supposition which ex- 
cused this state of things is no longer 
even a supposition. It is known that 
the women workers of the commu- 
nity not only have no men to main- 
tain them, but are themselves often 
obliged to supvort infant sons or brothers 


and aged parents. Men Have no better ac- 


count to give of this than their imperfect 
theory of supply and demand. Women are, 
in most communities, more numerous than 
men. This lowers their marketvaiue. They 
are more easily overreached and intimidated 
—this makes them weaker. They can be got 
to work and live upon a pittance which the 
most worthless’ man would reject. Who is 
then to prevent their being ground down to 
thisextremity? The powerful among their 
own sex will not step in to protect them. 
To oppress them is not only safe, but rep- 
utable, aye; even necessary, since wealth is 
not to be attamed otherwise. This safety, 
this immunity, has wickedness all the world 
over, Women, if they can have money and 
what it gives, will not be overnice as to 
where it comes from or how eit was got. 

Now, lam far from saying that women 
could, by any effort or exertion of theirs, 
at once make all of thesé things better; 
but I do think that they are as well able 
as men are to make thorough and scientific 
inquiry into all the evils which surround 
them, and especially into all the forms 
of law and custom dy virtue of 
which the strong oppress the weak and drive 
them to the wall. May they not undertake 
this in the hope that their united study will 
bring them within sight of some finer brin- 
ciple than this mere market maxim, which, 
equally with undisguised slavery, considers 
human beings merely in the light of mer- 
chandise? How would the Golden Rule. Do 
as you would be done bv,“ answer in place of 
“‘ A thing is worth what it will bring ”—1i. e.: 
worth the cash which can be got for it. What 
would be, by this estimate, the valueof a 
crying baby, of a sick neighbor, of a super- 
annuated parent? 

An enlarging influence for our well-situated 
ladies will found in the adoption, as early 
in life as possible, of some one serious bus- 
iness or study, with the determination to 
make one’s pursuit of it profitable in some 
way to others, as well as to oneself. Among 
the advantages of study, one of the greatest 
is that it soon carries us out of that shallow 
conceit of ourself which makes us satisfied 
with poor efforts and attainments, and 
which tends to group our life-interest more 
and more closely about our own personality. 
We go but a little way in any study without 
finding in it hard me; matters that task 
our mental powers. If we persevere, we in- 

eed may find these thingseasy in the end. 
But in getting to this point we shall have a 
valuable lesson concerning our smallness, 
contrasted with the depth and magnitude of 
the principles which underlie our life, of the 
—4 which it greatly imports to us to 

now.

Now I will not say how far women attain 
orcome short of the divine grace, charity, 
but Iwill say that without it they must al- 
ways lack the crown and glory of true 
womanhood. I will say, too, that in 
the present day the especial and providen- 
tial subject of this charity is their own sex. 
How does our record stand in this particular? 
We are heid to be the depositary of per- 
sonal purity, but we give up a frightful pro- 
portion of our sex to recognized pollution and 
degradation. Some of us live and move on a 
high table-land of circumstance and oppor- 
tunity. All about us are the deep vales 
of misery and privation. The wail of 
women who cannot feed their children, who 
break their health . with overwork, or 
waste it in ignorant idleness, comes up to us. 
We shrug our shoulders, fling an alms, till up 
a subscription, are sorry—that is all. But if 
we had charity, Paul’s charity, we should go 
down into those low places, and inquire into 
the causes of ali this misery and degrada- 
tion. And then, the superfluity of our 
wealth would all be directed to the true 
alchemy, the turning of society dross into 
human gold. 

You, society women, apply yourselves to 
lifting up the women of the rer classes. 
Young ladies, let each one of you help some 
8 girl who stands on the threshold of 

fe unprovided with the skill and knowl- 
edge which are uisit to make a woman’s 
life pure, honorable, and self-supporting. 
Mothers who lay your infants in a silken 
bed, or gather around you your well-grown 
children, have a care for the mothers whose 
infants pine in unwholesome dens, whose 
children, if left to themselves, will learn only 
the road to the gallows. Rise to the enter- 
tainment ot this true thought: The evil 
which we could prevent and do not is in that 
degree our fault.

WITH FOREIGN DRESS. 


They Sell Their Rich Kimonos, Obis, and 
Ancient Wardrobes, Handed Down 
Through Many Generations, and Adopt 
the European Dress on All Ceremonial 

_ Occasions—An Expensive Change Which 
Woman's Ingenuity Made Possible—An 
Intrepid Use of Calors. 

Foreign customs and fashions, writes Ru- 


hamah from Tokio to the St. Louis Globe- 


Democrat, are becoming more firmly estab- 
lished each year, and those who prophesied 
an early return to the old ways after the 
novelty of foreign things had worn off find 
themselves amiss. From a tramway down 
the Ginza, the Broadway of Tokio, and for- 
eign houses and shade trees along its length, 
Tokio has gone on with more and more for- 
eign fashions. Each year there are more 
shops for the sale of foreign goods, more men 
in foreign dress seen, and more English- 
speaking psople encountered. The numbers 
of Japanese who have lived and trav- 
eled abroad have easily adopted many 
of our ways of living and cling to them 
when they return home. Foreign fooa be- 
comes a necessity to them, and they wear 
foreign dress altogether, reserving the loose 
Japanese kimono only as a negligee. After 
spending a winter in America, where the 
houses are so thoroughly warmed, or even in 
Europe, they feel the cold and discomforts 
of their thin, loosely-built houses sadly, and 
introduce their friends to the luxury of 
stoves and grates, and feel themselves be- 
coming sensitive to draughts. The ma- 
jority of these returned’ travelers ar- 
range a room in their houses aft 
er foreign style, a round centre 
table, straight chairs, and a carpet constitut- 
ing the regulation furnishings. Often some 
Sybarite disdains the block pillow and few 
comforters on the floor that he always used 
to sleep on, and has a foreign bed with 
springs, mattress, soft pillows, and warm 
woolen blankets. Such a foreign institution 
is shown as a great curiosity to his stay-at- 
home friends. 

While Japanese men have een quick-to 
adopt foreign fashoins for themselves it is 
only recently that the women have taken up 
foreign costume. For men the conventional 
coat and trousers of the Western worid is 
much more convenient and less cumbersome, 
when occupied with anything besides medi- 
tation and pipe-smoking, than their loosely 
flying, long-sleeved kimonos. In winter time 
the most conservative of old Japanese admit 
that foreign dress is warmer, and adopt it 
tor that season at least if their means allow 
it. Japanese women, living more secluded 
lives, had no need of foreign dress until the 
Emoress and her court ladies definitly took 
it up as the dress of ceremony, and the fa- 
mous proclamation was issued. The expense 
of adopting the new dress stood and swil 
stands greatly in the way, as the wardrobe 
of a Japanese lady of good family is a matter 
of inheritance and slow acquirement, many 
of the richest kimonos and obis being 
handed down from mother to daughter and 
granddaughter, and worn or displayed rev- 
erently only on great festival aays. Time 
dia not change the fashion of these garments, 
and they accumulated in family storehouses 
by dozens and scores. To throw all these 
away and buy the innumérable little things 
and many things that make up a foreign 
wöman's dress was more than the average 
Japanese husband or parent was able 
or willing to do. Feminine ingenuity 
solved che problem in a way by finding 
a market for their old robes, and curio deai- 
ers and lovers of old brocades and embroid- 
eries reaped a harvest for a time. One 
shrewa Berlin dressmaker sent out circuiars 
to the ladies of the higher ranks in Tokio 
offering to furnish ball, dinner, and visiting 
gowns in exchange for old court dresses, he 
reaping the 2 hegre bargains in actual value 
of we materials, and a greater profit in the 
sale of such rare old art fabrics in a foreign 
market. 

The men had amusing times in eo 
their ideas. of foreign dress settled. 
in the old days there were many amus- 
foreign and native 


ing combinations of 

dress. ress coats, sans culottes, and 
with bare feet, were often seen, and 
a tall silk hat often topped off full 


native costume. Gen. Grant visited Japan 
at the transition time, and the most fearful 
and wonderful medleys of costume were seen 
at the official entertainments given him. 
Nobles, who would have been stately ana 
imposing figures in their rich rustling old 
b es, made caricatures and scarecrows 
of themselves in attempts at conventional 
foreign dress, and innumerable funny stories 
have survived from thas time. Nowadays 
the Tokio court is as well aressed as any 
other court, and a garden party at the paiace 
is as conventional as a garden party at Marl- 
borough House. Japanese ladies took sheiter 
at first in black and the darkest colors for 
their street gowns, but their evening dressés 
show greater liberty. They attach colors in 
an intrepid manner, one pretty little woman 
daring tne rule of complimentary colors by 
putting herself ioto a décolleté bali dress of 
bright golden yellow satin. Her pale yellow 
skin took on ashy, pale green and e-blue 
tints by contrast, and not even her blue- 
black hair could save the day. 

The train is an unmahageable problem to 
them, and at bails they hold up their trains 
from the beginning to the end of the even- 
ing. There is nothing more,awkward or of 
more ungraceful lines than a dancing woman 
with her trdin in her hand, and the little 
Japanese Countesses and Marchionesses de- 
stroy all the effect of their pretty foreign 

wns by this trick. Even Princesses of the 
blood, to whom the preservation of dry 
goods need not be a question, trip through 
quadrilles with their trains m their 
hands, and that, too, on a perfectly 
polished parquet, where the longest 
train can take care of itself without harm. 
One of the most amusing stories told in this 
connection is that where a dress for a 
Japanese Countess was ordered from abroad 
by an Ambassador’s wife. The box came, 
and when opened disclosed a skirt with a 
very long train, and a few loose yards of 
wide sash ribbon. The Countess and her 
friends sat around the box and had endless 
talks about the new gown and how those 


yards of sash ribbon were to be tied over 


her to make a waist. As the Ambassa- 
dor's wife was celebrated for the scanti- 
ness of her corsage at balls, they finally set- 
tled it that this was the latest fashion, and 
that Paris ordained only the bett and not the 
sheulder-straps any longer. Before she put 
this. decision into effect.a second box came, 
containing the waist of the gown and many 
apologies from the head of the establishment 
for the stupidity of his packers, The most 
correctly dressed of these Japanese ladies 
now delight in telling amusing stories of their 
struggies and mistakes with foreign dress, of 
the things they wore upside down, wrong 
side out, and back for front. 

Since foreign dress has been adopted dress- 
makers and milhners have made fortunes. 
Chinese tailors. who used to be meek and do- 
cile, and make dresses for $3, $4, and $5, are 
now re agg’ oy Pom autocratic, and want 
$7 and $8. The large Paris Sree store, 
Le Printemps, has established a branch out 
here, and finds the venture profitable. With 
foreign dress the Japanese ladies had to wear 
foreign shoes, and after a lifetime of bare- 
foo comfort, or, at the most, soft cotton 
tabes and flat sandals, it was torture to press 
their wide-spreading toes into high-heeled 
shoes. Thut they have been victimized is 
od gy by the one foreign shoemaker of 

okio scornfully refusing any more foreign 
custom now that the Japanese ladies were 
wanting shoes. Foreign ladies all the time 
make ‘bobbery’; too tight, too large, too 
long, too short. Japanese ladies all right; 
no makee change.“ If the shoes pinched the 
poor little women apparentiy thoughtita 
part of the fashion and made no complaint. 

Even before the court was in foreign dress 
the court ladies held charity fairseach spring 
and fail for the benefit of the Tokio Hospital 
and other deserving institutions. Princesses 
and Countesses take partin these bazaars 


and stand behind booths, and it amazes a for- 
eigner to to see the things these ladies sell. 


In Japan, the most artistic country in the 
world, where the cheapest toy-shops run over 
with quaint and pretty things, they seem to 
find but few articles that tempt one in them- 
selves. The cross stitchwork and crochet- 
ing in Berlin wool, that Western womankind 
gave up more than a decade has just 
reached Japan, and these whose old 
instinct for color and color combinations was 
unequaled, seem to have gone coior-biind 
or cross-eyed. Such arsenic greens und

It was. Aring at a narrow doorway was 
answered by a trim young colored woman, 
who said pleasantly’: 

„Jam Mrs. Blank. May I trouble you to 
come up-stairs?’. And she led the way up a 
crooked stair and into an extremely well 
furnished and 8 appointed little parlor 
one flight he said in explana- 
tion of her advertisement that she 
had formerly worked at dressmaking in one 
of the most fashionable establishments in the 
city. in draping, trimming, and decorating 
ball gowns she showed such aptitude that 
much of this work was turned over to her. 
She was aften sent to arrange toilets and put 
the final touches after the lady's maid had 
finished her part of the work. 

Her people have been for many years in 
the service of a family prominent in New 
York social life, and were employed fre- 
quently by these ladies and their friends, to 
whom she was recommended. Thus the girl 
acquired much experience. She estab- 
lished her present business about two years 
ago, and is now assisted by two of her sis- 
ters, tidy, bright, capable looking young 
women, whom Mrs. Blank has herself in- 
structed in the intricate toilet mysteries 
over which she presides. 

„My engagement book is pretty full now,“ 
said she. I dress many brides and make a 
particular feature of decoration with natural 
flowers. I took lessons from a florist in ar- 
ranging them and am us successful. 
Sometimes I get a lovely effect by scattering 
the blossoms carelesly over a gown that is a 
mass of tulle or lace, and tacking them just 
where they chance to fall. I generally find 
something to do even after the most skillful 
maid gets done. 

“I know just what is becoming toa lady 
alter I've looked at her for five minutes; but if 
she’s a new client I ask to see a dress which 
she has already worn and liked. Then I 
never make a mistake. Dolrepeat my de- 
signs in decoration! Not often. You see, 
there might chance to be two of my ladies in 
the seme room, and it wouldn't do to have 
them alike. 

„What are my charges för these services? 
bag that depends upon the time. I reckon 
the hours spent. Of course, when I accom- 
pany the ladies to the entertainment, and 
see that they are all in order before they 
leave the dressing-room, and then return to 
fetch them, I charge considerably more. 

„For chaperoning a party of young ladies 
to the theatre my price is $%. How do I 
chaperon them? Most generaily their mamma 
buys a seat for me, so that I never lose sight 
of them for an instant. I carry their wraps, 
hold their fans, and watch over them con- 
stantly, returning them safely to their homes. 
But where no seat is given me I cannot be re- 
sponsible for che young ladies after I leave 
them. Of course, going to the theatre and 
returning from it they are in my care. Do 
I only 1 young girls? O, no; often 
elderly ladies send for me_to go with them 
to some place of amusement to which they 
have no escort and these do seem to appre- 
ciate my se s more than the young girls. 
You see, they are so often lonely and the 
oe of being cared for is so pieasant to 

em. 

Then, ladies visiting in town and stop- 
ping at the hotels often employ me to take 
them to the theatres and operas. The 
strangers must always be recommended by 
some one I know here, for Iam particular 
about references. I can’t afford to mix 
classes umong my clients.“ 

“How do you man to refuse to serve 
9 without giving offense !“ . 

In this way. I tell them that my time 
crowded with engagements, but I wiil com- 
municate with them later -if I can’t arrange 
my plans so as to accommodate them. They. 
go away satisfied. Only a little while agoa 
woman came to me and said she had been 
recommended by Miss Ellen Terry, who was 
then m town. It was sufficient for me to 
glance at her to know that I must not 
chaperon her. So I put her off and sent a 
note of inquiry to Miss Terry, whose maid 
replied that the person was entirelf un- 
known to them.“
